does not require a special status 
The denial appeared in a letter 
to the editor of Davar, daily news- 
paper of the Israel Federation 
of Labor (Histadrut).

No Record of Talk Kept 

The Jewish Agency office here 
gaid no record of Mr. Ben-Gur- 
jon’s talk and the discussion 
which ensued was kept because 
jt was to a free and open meet- 
ing. 

Asked what Mr. Ben-Gurion 
probably hed in mind when he 
gaid “We oannot appoint the 
Zionists” to represent the Jews, 
Mr. Gottlie> Hammer, executive 
director of the American Section 
of the Agency, told The Post, 
that it was his personal opinion 
that he simply didn’t want to 
preclude such non-Zionists as 
Jacob Blaustein from aiding Is- 
mel. 

Agency Must Handle Funds 

Hammer also disclosed that 
though a complete review of the 
Agency structure will be taken 
up at the forthcoming World 
Zionist Congress, there can be 
no question of the Agency con- 
tinuing to handle UJA monies to 
Israel for colonization and re- 
habilitation programs. He said 
money going direct to any gov- 
ernment would not be tax ex- 
empt. 

Asked whether the _ recon- 
Structed Jewish Agency would 
have to include the non-Zionist 
friends of Israel, such as Blau- 
Stein, the Agency director said 
“not necessarily” and pointed out 
that non-Zionists have heretofore 
come to the aid of the Zionist 
movement and of the Jewish 
State without becoming part of 
‘the Agency.

The substitute 
motion called on the ZOA not 
to collect funds for political 
campaigns in Israel. 

The majority resolution de- 
plored the rift in the ranks of 
General Zionism in Israel brought 
about by the formation of the 
Progressives and voiced the hope 
for the unification of both 
groups. 

The vote on the motion was 
the only enlivening feature of 
an otherwise dull convention, 
which drew less than 500 dele- 
gates, the smallest number in 
years.

This issue was speedily resolved 
at the opening session of the 
committee on policy and scope 
when Lipsky, after suggesting 
some modification in the, word- 
ing of the administration’s reso- 
lution on the subject, placed his 
approval on it. 

Lipsky’s approval left several 
Progressives high and dry, es- 
pecially Alex Lowenthal, of 
Pittsburgh. Lowenthal had at- 
tacked the resolution for arroga- 
ting to the Zionists the position 
of representative not alone of 
the Zionists but of the Jewish 
people as a whole. 

The controversial resolution, 
on support of the General Zion- 
ist Party in Israel, was not 
brought up at all at the first ses- 
sion of the committee ,and a sec- 
ond session was convened Friday 
night following services. 

The so-called Progressives re- 
tired to an adjoining room, 
where after a closed discussion, 
they met with President Benja- 
min Browdy. Dr. Samuel Mar- 
goshes, chairman, told the policy 
and scope committee that an at- 
tempt was being made to devise a 
resolution which would be satis- 
factory to both groups and would 
end the 54th convention of the 
ZOA on a note of complete har- 
mony. 

Meeting Adjourned 

By midnight, after numerous 
temporary intermissions, Dr.

Negroes Move In;

The headlong flight of Jewish families because of the influx 


of Negro home-owners has been 
jess work of unethical real 
estate operators exposed. 

These operators buy one house 
for a white “cover” client, but 
sell it immediately to a Negro 
family from whom they extract 
exorbitant prices. 

Even before the Negro family 
moves in, these realtors bombard 
other home owners in the block 
with letters, personal calls and 
telephone calls urging sale of 
the property before real estate 
prices fall. 

Begin Whispering Campaign 

At the same time a whispering 
campaign about Negroes was 
launched. The alleged uncleanli- 
ness, deliquency and illiteracy of 
Negroes was emphasized, and 
petty thefts and fights which 
normally take place in any 
neighborhood were blown up into

The real estate 
operators even went to the length 
of reporting rapes and murders. 
* The results were immediate. 

Entire blocks changed color 
overnight, and this 30-year-old 
Jewish ,neighbtyhood in which 
many Jewish institutions stand, 
faced the prospect of losing all 
its Jewish residen‘s.

But the real estate 
still abound. 

One told The Post that al- 
though he would never sell the 
first house in the block to a 
Negro family, once a Negro 
family moved in, he would not 
hesitate to encourage the Jewish 
home-owners to sell.

Old, Immigrants There Now 


The Jewish population of the 
neighborhood is now composed 
for the most part of new immi- 
grants and the aged. Those that 
remain do so only because they 
cannot afford to move to the 
newer suburbs to which Jews 
have migrated. 


The 12th Street Council Center, 
a branch of the Detroit Jewish 
Community Center, located in the 
heart of the 12th Street neigh- 
borhood, had only four years ago 
a predominantly school-age mem- 
bership. Today most of its pro- 
gram efforts are concentrated on 
the aged and the newcomers. 


Hutchins School, the only inter- 
mediate school serving the neigh- 
borhood, reported that five years 
ago 100% of the children were 
white; today 75 of every hun- 
dred students are colored and 
only 10 are believed to be Jew- 
ish. 


No Ham 10 Years Ago 


Prior to World War II it was 
impossible to buy ham or bacon 
on 12th Street. Today pork pro- 
ducts are sold everywhere and 
less than half a dozen kosher 
butcher stores remain. None of 
the five orthodox synagogues in 
the neighborhood have a rabbi

U. S. Cows Thrive 
In Israel Negev 


TEL AVIV—(NJP)—Cows im- 
ported from the U. S. are thriv- 
ing in the Negev, it was reported 
here as the first experiments in 
cattle praising were nearing com- 
pietion. 

A total of 6,000 litres of milk 
fom the contented U. S. cows is 
now being marketed daily. 

In the Eastern Negev where 
the terrain is rieh in prairie 
plants, cattle is being fattened in 
the same manner as in the mid- 
west in the United States. When 
the process is completed, it is 
expected that the additional beef 
will reheve considerably the meat 
shortage. 

Successful experiments have 
been conducted also with the 
growing of winter grain in the 
Negev. Water supplied by irri- 
gation enabled the wheat to grow 
to maturity. 

Large areas of the Negev will 
be planted in grain next year as 
the result of the experiments.

What Foods These Morsels Be 
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HEAR, durimg summer weather, the suggestion to stick 
to light, cool meals, except for hot soup. Here then is a 
Standard reeipe which can be used to prepare a variety of cream 
soups. 
STANDARD CREAM SOUP RECIPE 
for Asparagus, Carrot, Cauliflower, Celery, Lettuce, 
Onion, Pea, Spinach and String Bean Cream Soup 
4 cups liquid (milk, or part 2 tablespoons flour 
milk and part vegetable 2 cups vegetable pulp 
water) salt and pepper 
2 tablespoons butter 
1. Heat the milk until it is lukewarm or hot, but do not Jet 
it boil. 2. Melt the butter in a pan, and stir in the flour. Let cook 
for 1 minute until the mixture bubbles; or better, to make sure 
that there is no taste of raw flour in the soup, let cook for 5 
minutes, stirring constantly. 3. Gradually add 1 cup of the hot 
milk, stirring constantiy until the boiling point is reached. Do 
not let the mixture boil, however, but reduce the heat immediately, 
and let simmer just below the boiling point, stirring con- 
stantly, until the mixture is smooth and thickened. Gradually add 
the rest of the hot milk, then the vegetable liquid, and let simmer, 
Stirring constantly, until the mixture is well blended. 4. Add the 
vegetable pulp, and mix well. Add salt and pepper. Re-heat to just 
below the boiling point. 5. Serve now, or beat with an egg beater. 
This will ensure that the vegetable pulp will be well distribu‘ed. 
Also, the froth which results from the beating will protect the 
soup, in case it has been over-heated during any stage of its pre- 
paration, from a tendency to form a skin on the top as it cools. 
This latter purpose may also be served by placing a spoonful of 
whipped cream or beaten egg on top of each portion of soup. 


CREAM OF ASPARAGUS SOUP 
Follow Standard Cream Soup Recipe. Tips of the asparagus 
may be cut off 1% inches from the top and reserved for table use. 
Kt is better to rub the asparagus through a sieve afier it has been 
cooked, in order to remove the woody portions. 


CREAM OF CAULIFLOWER SOUP 
Follow Standard Cream Soup Recipe. Scald the head of cauli- 
flower before using, to take away the strong tasie, then drain, 
separate the buds, dice them, and proceed.

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The ZOA Convention Last Week 


> yee dism&l attendance at the annual con- 
vention of the Zionist Organization of 
America last week should be cause for con- 
cern for the officials of the organization, but it 
should not be interpreted as an indication of 
the organization’s strength today. 

Much less than 500 delegates attended the 
sessions, which were so dull that not a few 
departed for home long before the final ses- 
sions. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s recent statement had noth- 
ing to do with the failure of the convention to 
attract an attendance, for if anything, the 
Prime Minister gave the convention what little 
life it managed,to develop. 

Whether the fact that there was no contest 
for the office of presidency this year, and no 
tremendous issues deterred many from tra- 
relling to Atlantic City for the meetings, is a 
moot question. 

Why the attendance should have been so 
poor, must be traced to the lack of a positive 
program on the American scene. This is no 
reflection on the leadership of the organization, 
which has recognized the problem since the 


state was established. 

But that does not alter the situation. 

It was evident that there were almost no 
new faces at the convention. This may mean 
a wait of some few years until the present 
young people gracing the movement in all 
parts of the land, grow to leadership stature. 

But the overall conclusion is that the work- 
ers throughout the country are not too con- 
cerned with the role the ZOA should play in 
Israel. 

One suggestion would be the convening of 
an extraordinary session of the ZOA early this 
fall, just after the High Holidays somewhere 
in the Midwest for a complete and open dis- 
cussion of the situation. 

The ZOA is still the strongest body in the 
American Jewish community. There is no 
question but that its work is still important 
both to the American Jewish community and 
to Israel. 

One distressing convention does not neces- 
sarily portend the declining strength of a vital 
organization. But wise leadership will not 
ignore the matter either. 


Orthodoxy, Liberalism In New Battles 


N SUUTH Africa, Orthodoxy and Reform are 

at it tooth and nail in an exhibition of reli- 
gious bickering that offers an unpretty picture. 

In England the reigning Orthodox group is 
protesting against any change which may méan 
a concession to Reform Judaism there. 

These are repercussions of similar contro- 
versies, although not similar to it in particu- 
lars, in Israel which are stirring the Jewish 
world. 

The advice of the president to the member- 
ship of the Durban Reform Temple not to dis- 
cuss religion with the Orthodox may sound 
dogmatic and arbitrary, but it certainly is one 
possible alternative, if not the best. 

What can be said to the Chief Rabbi of South 
Africa who considers Reform as the vilest kind 
of treachery, threatening his Orthodox group? 

What can be said to Rabbi M. C. Weiler, 
who is protesting against what he calls the 
“bigotry” of the Orthodox leadership? 

Is th@re a solution? 

In the U. S., Orthodoxy does not make the 
rules, as it does in England and in South 
Africa, or even in Israel, so any comparison 
with the situation in the U. S. Jewish commu- 
nity is not valid. 


Fundamentally, the conflicts arise because 


the Orthodox group believes that it is possible 
to save and even spread the tenets of its be- 
liefs in the modern world. 

16 liberal Jews, Orthodoxy, on the other 
hand, is a dying wing of Judaism, and to it 
its own liberalized practices offer the only 
hope of making Judaism strong enough to per- 
sist and grow in the present-day environment. 

It is a thorny problem which might tax the 
wisdom of even a King Solomon. 

It is unfortunate that nothing can be ex- 
pected from Israel in the way of a solution. 
Although only 3-years old, it is obvious that 
Judaism and its problems are not going to get 
much help from the Jews of the new state for 
some time to come. 

To Rabbi Rabinowitz, chief rabbi of South 
Africa, and to the Orthodox rabbinate of Eng- 
land, liberal Judaism may be anathema, but 
they err in believing that the world will return 
to an outlook where the kind of Judaism they 
practice may thrive and blossom. 

We prefer the attitude of the more enlight- 
ened Orthodox rabbis of the U. S. and that of 
the Hapoel Hamizrachi of Israel, which seeing 
the need for change in Orthodox law, are 
awaiting the establishment of some system for 
legislating in the area of Jewish law. 


Jews Should Welcome Negro Neighbors 


HE story of the efforts of the Detroit Jew- 

; ish Community Council to unmask the 
nefarious role of real estate operators in that 
city’s changing neighborhoods should be told 
far anc wide. 

Other eities in which Jewish communities 
are substantial and in which neighborhoods 
are changing from predominantly Jewish to 
predominantly Negro, will be and have been 
faced with the same problem. 


Inevitably families will move from old neigh- 
borhoods into new neighborhoods. There is 
nothing improper in this. It shows the rise of 
the standard of living. 

But it is when realtors or evil-doers take 
advantage of such a situation to create hysteria 


that much harm can be done, and a crisis 
created. 

The Jew is not above prejudice unfortu- 
nately. He too needs to learn the lesson of 
American democracy, the lesson that the Jew 
himself is attempting to spread—and that is 
that each person should be judged for him- 
self, not as a member of a group. 

Many Negro families will make much better 
neighbors than many Jewish families. There 
is no need whatsoever for Jews to resent 
Negroes moving into any neighborhood. In 
fact it would be most Jewish if the Jewish 
families made special efforts to welcome their 
new neighbors, if only to show that they treat 
others as they themselves wish to be treated. 

This would be the Jewish way. 


Implications Of The Bradford Case 


T MAY be a little premature to begin crow- 
q ing over the remarkable victory of the two 
Bradford, Pa., rabbis in winning the commu. 
nity to agreement against Friday night-opening 
of the city’s stores. 

Yet even though the decision which is to be 
rendered next week were to be adverse, the 
rabbis have already won sufficient points to 
term their fight successful. 

When the rabbis convinced the non-Jewish 
community that the religious rights of a 
minority must be held sacred, they scored no 
small accomplishment. There is no question 
but Bradford is setting a precedent which will 
have its effect on actions in other communities

And it will happen more often in the near 
future as more courses in Hebrew are added 
to college curricula.

stimulate sacrificial giving. The 
drive leaders too recognize that 
were they not to have this sort 
of control, they could not in- 
telligently direct the drive to 
obtain the best giving. 

For instance: In every drive, 
someone who did munificently in 
past years, for various and legit- 
imate reasons, must cut his 
pledge from the previous year’s 
high. We know about it, but we 
do not publish it. Then too, there 
are the “no goods” who al- 
though their business is prosper- 
ing, just decide to let the rest 
of the community carry their 
share of the burden. This we 
would like to publish, but here 
too, we refrain from doing so, 
for the same reasons as noted 
above. 

So the question warrants dis- 
cussion, perhaps by the Ameri- 
can Association of English Jew- 
ish publishers, so that something 
more definitive can be arrived at. 


E TRY to be as impartial 

in publishing the news in 
The Post as possible. In fact I 
once wrote here that whenever 
we are confronted with the alter- 
native of publishing or not pub- 
lishing and a clear-cut decision 
is not readily apparent, our act- 
ion is to publish. We reached this 


principle after long experience. _ 


Although many news stories in 
The Post at the time they were 
published seemed to indicate bad 
judgment, in the long run the 
theory of publishing and letting 
the community know has always 
worked best for all concerned.

They are the people who hold it 
within their power to influence the hundreds and thousands who

IN THE ranks of these people are some of the truly great and 

modest scholars of American Jewry. Among them are the 
authors of our best known works. They include the names of 
artists and musicians which are in many instances almost house. 
hold words. They are the professors, the editors, the philosophers 
and the humbler but no less influential teachers. In total they are 
the men and the women who constitute the creatively artistic, 
cultural and spiritual leadership of our community. 


And in worldly goods they are among the poorest of our per- 
sonnel. With very few exceptions, owr most creative people are the 
poorest paid. They are the ones who can least afford a visit to

They will serve without fee in this great project, I am 
confident. Indeed, the entire community would respond to the 
launching of such a foundation with enthusiasm and unanimous 
approval. Immortality awaits the benefactor and the founder. 


VEN MORE important than the name and the fame, how. 

ever, is the incalculable influence which this foundation 
could have on the shaping of American Jewish life. If conducted 
with the lofty ideals and the dignity and the stature of the pro- 
ject I have in mind, it would almost at once become the greatest 
source of true creative leadership for American Jewry. These 
fellowships would not be intended for students, who have yet to 
prove themselves; they would be for men and women who have 
already given indisputable evidence of talent, true leadership, 
scholarship and potential influence. They would be made avail- 
able in all the arts and social sciences. The basic criteria would 
be the talent of the recipient and the potential of his contribution 
to a richer and fuller and better Jewish life in America. 


I can think of one of American Jewry’s great writers who 
has never visited Israel—and will never be able to afford to do 
so. I can think of a teacher who has influenced thousands—but 
who must wait for years of careful saving before the dream of 
an economical visit to Israel can materialize. 


No doubt there are dozens of worthy causes; humanitarian and 
educational appeals are made daily of those who possess the 
means. Here, however, is an idea which should strike the imagina- 
tion of the bold and fix the vision of the farsighted. 

If there is a reply, no matter how tentative, I shall be only 
‘oo glad to expound the plan in much further detail. I believe 
in this propect with all my heart and am prepared to give it the 
fullest measure of cooperation and assistance of which I am 
capable. I can guarantee that the founder will become one of 
American Jewry’s most famous benefactors. Is there someon 
interested in accepting this glorious opportunity? Is there af 
individual of a family with the means prepared to make history?
